F war breaks out between East and West, the chances of survival 


for Britain are nil. 


This is the inference that has to be drawn from the third in a series of 


Sunday Observer articles by Chester Wil

Ban on employment 
of CO's alleged 


By MARTIN JACKSON 

“THE Railway Executive and the 

London County Council have 
refused to employ my son because he is 

a conscientious objector,” a father 

alleged at the London Appellate 

Tribunal for Conscientious Objectors 
on Monday. 

He said his son, 23-year-old Peter Drink- 
water of Worcester, had applied for fifty jabs 
and had been turned down because of bis 
pacifist, convictions. 

“Being a CO is a disability when trying to 
get a Government job, Marks are awarded in 
the LCC exams for military service, 

Peter Drinkwater, who said he wanted to 
enter the Civi} Service as a tax officer, told the 
Tribunal that he belonged ta the Church of 
England, : 

“here have heen great pachtint figures fn 
ihe Established Church tthe Dick Sheppurd, 
but } must coufess that f have heen bitterly 
disappointed whth Ws doctrine regarding 
war.” 

the Tribunal granted his appeal, condition 
ally registering him as a CO. 

“T can't shake his convictions ” 


For 22 years Mr. Murphy senior had been a 
regular soldier. fle served in the Gallipoli 
landings in World War f and when he left the 
army asa Warrant Officer he held the Military 
Medal. 7 

Ile started a civilian and military tailors 
business in Folkestone and apprenticed tis son 
lo the trade, 

David was an ardent Christian and attended 
regularly at the local parish church. 

One day be heard a preacher talk about 
pacifism and after that David devided he 
would not follow in his father’s footsteps. He 
would become a CO. 

Mr. Murphy was not at all pleascd at this. 
He did not want people in Folkestone ta point 
him out on the street and whisper that hia son 
was a “ conchie.” 

So David weat to the Midlands to become a 
miner and thus be exempted from the call-up 
and avoid embarassing his father by register- 
ing asa CO. 

For 15 months he was an underground 
worker. Then he was told he must do_ the 
hardest work in the mine—on the coal face. 

David, u thin slender lad, knew he was not 
strong enough for the job and as his young 
wife was ill he left the mines and became a 
CO. 

Mr. Murphy told the Appellate Tribunal 
how he disagreed with his son’s beliels. 

“YT think he in very wrong. | wan a soldier 
for yenes und T have tried ta Galk him out of 
it, but 1 can’t shoke his convictions, He has 
a strong feeling about war.” ; 

The ‘Tribunal agreed, and David was con- 
ditionally registered and told that he can 
continue his present job as a hospital porter 
in Coventry.

PHA there have been many fiery 
utterances by members of — the 
People’s Progressive Party in British 


Guiana we have no doubt. 


There were many bery utterances im dreland 
about British rule before Britain deft the trish 
Wo rine freland= cadeed the way to put onesell 
out of the political picture for an frishman 
was to refrain from such utterances ; and we 
have title doubt that the same thing applies 
in British Guiana today, 


Writing after the Press Conference arranged 
tor Mr. Jagan and Mr. Burenhan: the London 
correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 
spoke of them as men having a good deal ol 
personal churn, and added : 


“Tt these (wo ten stump the country, 
putting their case ta mass niectings, a lot 
of people are gorng to believe not only that 
the inain charges are untounded but that 
they ure just a couple of decent Clydeside 
Socialists operating an the ‘Propics.” 


Now we have no doubt that the main 
charges are unfounded, for it seems to us lo 
be evident that if they had any real grounding 
Or. Jagan and some of his colleagues would 
have been put on trial We have no doubt also 
that uhese men have done a number of 
wwhward things, and a number of very indis- 
erect things; and they have certainly said and 
done a number of things thar we believe would 
have been much betler not said and much 
better not done. 


Nevertheless that description “ decent Clyde- 
side Socialists operating in the Tropics" sums 
up admirably what they have been and the 
way they have been behaving. 


It must be temermbered that the decent 
Clydeside Socialists were not always regarded 
as “decent.” Ho ois only quite recently that 
Lord Kirkwood has taken a seat in the House 
of Lords, and not so many years ago that he 
was regarded as a very wild man indeed. He 
was responsibls for some very incendiary 
utterances and he certainly both said and did 
some very awkward and indiscreet things ; and 
although, speaking personally, we felta lot of 
sympathy with the Clydeside group there were 
many things they said and did (and outstand- 
ingly Lord Kirkwood) that we believed would 
have been much better not said and not done. 


Nevertheless it is accepted today that they 
were “decent Clydeside Socialists.” 


We belicve if is with preciscly this type of 
person and this lype of policy that we have to 
ileal today in British Guiana, aguravated by 
much yreater depths of poverty than had to be 
contemplated on the Clydeside, and of course 
moved by a much more intense natianalist 


tecling.

We remarked last week that the Colonial 
Secretary was able to show that some of the 
Guianese leaders had had some slight contacts 
with a number of the Communist subsidiaries, 
and we pointed out that a bigger case could be 
mide out on the same basis against members 
ot the Briush Labour Party.

The leaders of theso parties may think that 
they have been cautiously helpful, but their 
“statesmantike ” attitude i all too Jikely to 
appear to those sevking independence and self- 
determination to be very like that of their 
Conservative apponents.

Itas very evident that if a new catastrophe is 
not to arise Out of the Conference and the Rhee 
Govetnment’s attitude to at, the Assembly 
itsell should be keeping happenings relating to 
Korea under review. 

We believe that the Assembly should do two 
things which are of first importance: put 
before the palitical conference proposals for 
UN co-operation in the economte reconstruc 
tion of both North and South Korea, lifting 
the whole of this work out of the US " Mutual 
Sceurity "arrangements; and condemn the 
treaty between the USA and Syngman Rhee 
giving America the right to have aic bases in 
Korea, provide arms for twenty South Korean 
army divisions, and glso provide Rhee with 
additional air and onaval forces. Senator 
Knowland classifies South Korea as having the 
fifth largest army in the world. 

Should renewed war come out of the present 
situation if will not in any sense be possible to 
regard it as a United Nations operation, 


Necessary enquiries 


we have written more than once on the 
YF oneed for enquiry-as detached and 
imparual as posstble--on a number of aspects 
of the Korean war, 

We believe that it is highly desirable that 
there shall be an investigation into the events 
of the concluding days of June, 1950-—-not 
only into the events North and South of the 
38th parallel, but also into the procedures that 
were adopted by the Security Council that led 
to North Korea being declared the aggressor, 
and the approval of the military measures 
taken by the USA on behalf of Syagman Rhee. 

We have no doubt that there are matters 
that both sides would prefer should not be 
disinterred, but there should be a great public 
demand for an eaquiry. 

We hope that the United Nations Associa- 
tions will take a leading part in such a demand, 
for, uf there is to be any future for the United 
Nations as a moral force in the world, there 
will either have to be cleared out of the way 
the widespread feeling that UN's first: major 
initiative was founded in tricky evasion and 
moral rottenness, or there must be laid down 
for [future guidance a much clearer under- 
standing of what its constitution requires than 
can be inferred from its actions in 1950. 


Treatment of prisoners 


TINHE two things that we hold should be 
investigated regarding the actual conduct 
of the war are the treatment and conduct of 
prisoners; and the charges of germ warfare. 
Neither of these matters should be left 
where they are, for the sake of maintaining 
some minimum conceptions of moral values. 
On the treatment of prisoners we believe 
that there have been abuses on a large scale 
on both sides. Each side has provided in its

VYurning to other developments, concern 
continues to be felt here over the British 
Gavernment’s action in suspending a number 
of ministers in British Guiana and in effect 
suapending the Consutution. As time goes on, 
it seems to become clearer that the Churchill 
government had no specific evidence of a plot 
lo set up & Communist regione. I is trying 
to find the evidence now. 


One af our non-Stalinist belt Wing organs 
which is not in the hibit of underestimating 
Communist Party invalvement in such situa. 
tions or of following a “soft” ling toward the 
CP backs up an evaluation made by a special 
correapandent of the New York Herald 
Tribune in August, shortly after the People’s 
Progressive Party under the leadership of 
Cheddi Jagan swept the elections, [tis to the 
effect that there are three people in the PPP 
high command who are CPers, Cheddi Jagan 
and his American born wife and Sidney King, 
minister of Wransport and communication. This 
correspondent pointed out that Jagan’s wife

press much imformation about the evil things 
perpetrated by the other side and) each side 
has practically suppressed all charges brought 
by the other side. 

Although we have not been able to learn 
much about these things from the Western 
press We tave heard cnough to infer that there 
has been atrocious treatment of North Korean 
prisoners by the South Korean army. From 
boasts made in the American press we have 
also been able to infer that there has been 
much undesirable pressure (of a “ brain-wash- 
ing and conditionmy character) brought to 


bear by the Amernecans upon North Korean 
and Chinese prisoners. 
There have been for instance the curious 


operations on Koje Island of the religious 
diviston of the American Army Deparunent 
to which we have previously drawn attention 
This information we were able to gather from 
a rather tndiscreetly revealing piece of praise 
for the activities undertaken in the camp. 

We are able to pather something of what us 
happening today at Panmunjom from a con- 
scleptious despatch from Mr. Pateick O'Dono 
van to the Observer (October 25). 

Mr, O'Donovan explains the quandary in 
which the Repatiiation Commission finds 
isclf by the comment: 

“Phe prison camps are controlled inter- 
nally by terror and torture. A man must 
now risk his fife, must escape from his 
fullow-prisoners, in order to ask for repatria- 
fon.” 

It is lor this reason that the Indian 
Custodian Guards, who are eschewing the use 
of force for the purpose, are unable to bring 
many prisoners before those deputed to offer 
them explanations; and im any case ; 
O'Donovan suggests that if force were used 
“they would be faced with the danger of mass 
break-outs and suicidal resistance on the Koje 
Island scale.” 

Mr. O'Donovan remarks that it is very pos- 
sible that there will be no more explanations, 
but be also comments: 

“ft does seem that the Communists are 
building up a careful case against the United 
Nations for future use.” 

It ois important that) the Communists 
should have an carly Opportunity to state that 
case before an impartial investigating body, 
and also, of course, that UN should seek to 
rebut the formidable indictment that may be 
raised against them. 


Germ warfare charges 


Qn the issue of germ warfare charges we 

have still an open mind, with—let us be 
trank= a considerable disposition to 
disbelieve the charges. 

We were never convinced by the confessions. 
Who could be, whoa was not already disposed 
10 believe the charges, after the wide varioty 
of extremely improbable confessions that have 
been announced by various Communist 
authorities in the last twa decades? 

What we have found rather disquieting has 
been the American reaction to these confes- 
sions. There have always been, of course, 
prompt denials, but these have always been of 
a very wholesale character and they have 
always come from the highest authorities. 

As we have more than once pointed out, 
some of these confessions have implicated 
elther by name or by a very clearly indenti- 
fiable description of function quite a number

broken up by the police in Phikidelphia have 
won their appeal and bad their fines remitted, 

In the course of the day-long trial a police 
oflicer said there was a“ tension in the crowd ” 
which had gathered at the street-corner mect- 
ing. Some of the listeners were angry. Another 
police officer said he arrested the four to 
protect them from the crowd, 

Counsel for the defence, Thomas A. Master- 
son, contended that the police should have 
arrested the, bystanders who were making 
threats to the speakers. He contended their 
constitutional rights of freedom of speech were 
violated.

York City, Frank Fristensky Jr, othcially 
apologised an September 28, 1953 for the 
wrongful arrest of two pacifists who took part 
in & poster parade in New York in 1947 

They had been charged with disorderly 
conduct and the charge was subsequently dis- 
missed, The pacifists then sued Mr. Fristensky 
for false arrest. A’ settlement was negotiated 
and the assistant commissioner made an ollicial 
apalogy.

Albert Einstein which read : 


“The War Resisters’ League serves an 
important purpose, ‘There are many tndepen« 
dent individuals in all countries ta whoa the 
saying ' War is a crime against humanity’ is 
no emply phrase. Uhey would rather submit ta 
penalties and social ostracism than act against 
their conscienves, 

“The War Resisters League ts unportant 
because, by union, it relieves courageous and 
resolute individuals of the paralysing feeling of 
isolation and Joneliness, and in this way gives 
them moral support in the fulfilment of what 
they consider their duty. 


“The existence of such a moral elite 1s 
indispensable for the preparation of a funda- 
mental change in vel epinian, a change 
which, onder present-day circumstances, 13 
absolutely necessary if humanity is to survive.”

The illness of bis mother brought him to 
England in 194 ‘Then, having been prom- 
ised an entry visa by the Szechuan provinclat 
government, he went off to Hong Kong in 
1950. But alter nine months of effort he 
found himself no neagrer his goal in this 
interim period he organised camps for boys 
and cid what social work he could with the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs Association in Hong 
Kong. 


Forced back to England by his inability to 
return ta the Chinese maintand, Horace is 
now, ag t said earlier, the Warden of the busy 
IVSP Hostel in Pembridge Villas. Although 
glad of the opportunity to renew contact 
with life in Britain, he still feels that his real 
work lies elsewhere. He can well understand 
why the Chinese government, with its fresh 
memories of foreign Chea keeps the 
tloor shut tight.

What’s the defence 


against rockets? 
THE ADMISSION OF CHESTER WILMOT 


HOPE that the series of articles 


that Mr. Chester Wilmot has just 


concluded in The Observer has been widely read. But I doubt it. 


in these days the British public is so 
suvteited with the weiungs of military strate- 
pists that long aiticies oa rockets and atom 
bombs and their implications are apt to be 
read onty by the scientists and specialists. The 
Sunday paper reading public is more 
interested in the datest sex scandal and the 
football news, 

What Chester Wilmot has had to say is of 
course disquieting, and upsets a lot of precon- 
ceived weas, especially those of the conven- 
tional politicians who still alk about collective 
security and say that we must be able to 
negotiate from strength, and produce all the 
chehés and catch phrases because they are not 
prepared to face the disagreeable facts, 

in bis fast article Chester Wilmot has stated 
the facts so bluntly that at will be difficult for 
our politicians to evade and side step them 
any more. 

hat is the defence against the rocket? 
Chester Wilmot hag recalled how it) was 
developed in the later stages of the last war 
aod has shown how mich more dangerous it 
has become today. 


“No direct defence ” 

if there ig a third world war we can expect 
to be bombarded with rockets from the 
beginning -a rain of high explosives and atom 
bombs coming down trom the sky from which 
our fighter aireraf: and anti-aircraft forces and 
Cuvil Detence will be powerless to defend us 

Chester Wilmot puts is cautiously in) this 
wey: 
“The classic military precept that ‘ Attack 

is the best defence’ appiles with particular 
point to rocket warfare, for in the present 
stage of scientific development there is no 
direet defence against the long-range rocket 
modelled on the German V2. 

“This fact is never bluntly stated in 
Varilament, but tt is privately admitted hy 
the British Governments military und acicn- 
tic udvisers, und if exerts a marked influ- 
ence on the detence policy of Britain and 
her allies.” 

Now [| have been putting the question: 
“What is our defence against rockets?" tn 
Defence debates and in debates on the Air 
Vstimates for years, and, if 1 have been 
answered at all, have received the usual 
uvasive replies which show that the govern- 
ment hag no answer. 


The €1,650m. fraud 

Chester Wilmot now admits that there is 
no “direct defence,” and that the British 
Government’s military and scientilic advisers 
admit it “ privately.” 

Wothis is so then a huge part of the 
£1,680,000,000 that we are spending on 
Defence hus been obtained from Parliament 
under false pretences, 

While we have enough bombs and bombers 
lo inflict enarmous destruction in the Soviet 
Union there is precious litthe reason for 
behevjng that all our Air Force preparations 
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could defend us. As Chester Wilmot points 
out, geography is on the side of the Russians, 
tle writes: 

“In any event, Hf rocket warfare should 
come, the Soviet Union would be in a more 
favoured position geographically. Su long 
as the Russians hold bases in Eastern Ger- 
many, they can bombard Paris and London 
whth rockets which have a range of 500 to 
600 mites; but the Western powers cannot 
retaliate in the same terms againsi Moscow 
util they have produced a rocket with more 
than double that range.” 

Well, what does Chester Wilmot suggest? 
One can hardly expect a naval and military 
writer to confess openly that unilateral disarm- 
ament is just as safe as any other line of 
defence and infinitely less costly. 

Mr. Lyttelton disagrees 

But he goes as far as to say this: 

“Phe Invention of rocket) warfare has 
greatly necentaated the problem of defending 
the British Isles, but the extent of the trans- 
formation in Britain’s strategic situation has 
not yet been reflected in either the pattern 
of her defence spending or the composition 
of her military forces.” 

Of the £1,650,000,000, only 10 per cent. is 
being spent on research and development, and 
only a small proportion is being devoted to 
work on guided niissiles. 

He goes on: 

~The makers of Britain’s defence policy 
today find themselyes in a serlous dilemma. 
To carry out her commitments in the cold 
war Beitain has had to mobilise conventional 
military forces far larger than she has ever 
raised in peacetime. Yet the weapons with 
which these forces are equipped are of com- 
purathvely litde value elther for maintaining 
the strategic deterrent to war or for fighting 
the vital battle—the air battle—-if a hot war 
should bresk out.” 


Chester Wilmot sees no way out of this 


dilemma “except by reducing our inter- 
national commitments and thereby making 
some economies in conventional Weapons anc 


conventional forges and 
Navy.” 

But far from agreeing to this the Govern- 
ment, under the guidance of Mr. Lyttelton, has 
just taken on a new commitment on the other 
side of the Atlantic--in British Guiana, which 
will be just another drain on our military 
forces and an additional burden on the British 
taxpayer. 


No cuts in the Navy 


As for the Navy, if Chester Wilmot thinks 
there will be any substantial reduction there 
then let him come along to the next Naval 
Estimates debate when he will find the First 
Lord of the Admiralty producing all sorts of 

lausible reasons why the British Navy must 
ye Stronger than ever. 

In view of what Chester Wilmot--now 
regarded as one of our military authorities and 
boosted as such on television--has naw 
admitted and a lot more that is implied in his 
admissions, one can only conclude that the 
greater part of the £1,650,000,000 that Parlia- 
ment has voted for Defence which 1s no 
defence, is 4 colossal swindle of the British 
taxpayer and has beet obtained by false 
pretences,

Retaining command of the 
seas of holding the battlefronts on land will 
be of Vitde avail if her cities and ports He 
open to attuck by rockets armed with atomic 
explosives, In a war fought with such 
wenpons Britsin could be crippled, and 
perhaps defeated, without a ship or a 
soldier moving on either side, 

“For Britain ithe critical fact is that the 
advent of the rocket and the jet hag turned 
the advantage in ucrial warfare strongly in 
favour of the offensive.” 

One of the most certain things about a 
world war in which Cireat Britain is involved 
ag a main launching-point for American atoin- 
weapons is thal this country will be doomed ; 
and we find ourselves in this position with a 
diminishing power of control over the factors 
that are likely to bring that war about.

DR. HINDEN ON BRITAIN’S 
WORLD AID CONTRIBUTION 


@ OLWEN BATTERSBY reports the fourth 
lecture in the Quaker seminar on “ My 
Neighbour’s Bread,” at) Friends’ House, 
Euston, on Monday. The fifth lecture is 
announced in The Diary on page live. 


“*CyNE'S own bread is a material 
problem, one’s neighbour’s bread 
is a spiritual problem.’ 


“This quotation from Nikolaus Berdyaev is 
the text of my talk” said Or. Rita Hinden, 
adding that she was dealing with the subject of 
“My Neighbour’s Bread” from the point of 
view of Britain’s own contribution, 


It was a problem on which Britain, more 
than ony other country, could give a lead, she 
considered, ‘The mental climate in this country 
was such that gross inequalides between indi- 
viduals were regarded as injustices ; the mental 
climate had yet to be created in which gross 
inequalitics between groups of nations would 
be equally condemned. 

She emphasised four points: 

| Britain’s financial contribution to world 
development must be enlarged at least four- 
fold. A curtailment of arms expenditure for 
this purpose was unlikely. But consumption 
expenditure has been increasing on an average 
of 74 per cent. per year, and “from this 
source it would be possible for us to allocate 
£200,000,000 to the underdeveloped countries 
without any drastic reduction in our standard 
of living. We should sacrifice only the con- 
tinued improvement.” To substantiate this 
point she quoted many figures. 


2. Underdeveloped countries must have 
access to capital, raw materials, skilled labour, 
markets in Which to sell their goods, and 
guaranteed prices. At present trade terms 
fluctuate ; nations suffer scarcity and famine ; 
backward countries may find all markets 
blocked. 


SUDAN EXAMPLE 


Here ia particular Britain could take the 
inttative in the creation of a World Develop- 
ment Authority. Schemes for Commonwealth 
development——such for instance as the Sudan 
Gezira project, in which Government, tenants 
and peasant workers shared as equal partners 

night be inultiplied and expanded to fit in 
with a wider plan for world economic develop- 
ment. 

3, This work should be accompanied by the 
march of all backward countries to indepen- 
dence, Emphasis must be placed on " mutual 
aid: the receiving country should contribute 
its full share, and, as soon as possible, skilled 
labour should be locally trained. 

4. Aid must not be given as a means to 
benefit ourselves, as a bulwark against Com- 
munism, nor for the preservation of world 
pence. The coloured peoples of many back- 
ward countries had already a long history of 
resentinent ; only if Britain made it clear that 
she had an equal respect for the dignity of 
all men, irrespective of colour, creed or caste, 
would (his work be both an economic and 
personal success. 

In the course of the spirited discussion that 
followed Geoffrey Wilson, late Director of 
The Colombo Flan Technical Co-operative 
Bureau, stated that India, Parkistan and 
Ceylon had alike demanded the closest pos- 
sible relationship with the source from which 
they received help. In the light of this 
experience he regarded a World Development 
Authority as possibly the ultimate solution, 
but prebably not an immediate practical pos- 
sibility.
